Draft Meeting Minutes 

September 16, 2014 

 

The meeting was called to order at 2:00 pm by Chairman Raburn. 

 

1. Roll Call. Committee members Chairman Robert Raburn, Andy Slivka and Andrea

2. Introduction of Guests.  

 

3. Approval of Minutes. Minutes of the August 19, 2014 JAC meeting were approved 

without changes.  

 

4. Tracking and Reporting: OAC Local Hiring Component of the Project Stabilization 

Agreement. For discussion 

 

Member Andrea Lowe representing Flatiron/Parson JV reported that more than 

707,829 construction hours had been compiled through the end of August 2014. Work 

on the project is diminishing with two main contractors still on site: Contra Costa 

Electric and NV Heathorn. This is down from a peak of 60 contractors on site. The 

anticipated substantial completion is expected about November/December 2014.  

 

70.66% of hours worked were worked by residents of the BART service area, slightly 

lower from last report. The project continues to be in compliance with several of the 

project goals. Through the end of August 2014, the project local impact area 

participation decreased slightly from the last report to 26.92% but still above the 25% 

goal. Local area apprentice participation increased to 17.33% and is still below the 

20% goal. The apprentice project local impact area percentage is exceeding the 50% 

goal with participation at 58.87%.

A discussion was held on recognizing contractors who have exceeded the local hiring 

goals. A list of contractors was passed out with 23 contractors that had more than 

1000 hours, exceeding 2 or more goals. There were 5 contractors who exceeded all 

four goals: Beci Electric, Contra Costa Electric, George Masker, Flatiron Parsons 

Joint Venture and Kwan Wo Ironworks.

Center, general contractor commitment and agency commitment were all noted. 

Additionally, early education of the general contractor down to the subcontractor was 

stressed as an integral part of the success. Equally as important was the timely 

monitoring effort.
